Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner called Mr. Kim on June 25, 2009 to discuss possible 
Examiner's amendment to get the application in condition for allowance. It was indicated that claim 1 would be 
allowable, and claims 2-3 need to be cancelled due to 1 12, 1st issues. Furthermore, claims 6-9 would need to be 
amended to correct the dependency and so forth. Nonelected invention drawn to polynucleotide would need to be 
cancelled. Therefore, it was indicated by the Examiner that claims 2-3, 10-18, 21, 24-31, 33-38, and 48 needed to be 
cancelled. Mr. Kim indicated that he'll discuss the proposed Examiner's amendment with the Applicant and would get 
back to the Examiner. On June 29, 2009, Mr. Kim called to indicate that the Applicant accepted the amendment. 
Furthermore, Mr. Kim discussed the claim amendment to claims 6 and 8. The accepted amendments follow in the 
Examiner's amendment. Applicant is not required to respond to this interview summary .
